convened 
ut 
noon 
Tues­ 
day at 
the 
Coates opera house, 
w ith 
delegations 
present 
from 
the 
following 
tw enty-four 
w est­ 
ern 
and 
southern 
states 
and 
territories: 
California, 
W ashington, 
Idaho, Colorado, New Mexico, Wyo­ 
ming, 
M ontana, Kansas, Iowa, Ne­ 
braska, Missouri, Minnesota. Wiscon­ 
sin, Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Missis­ 
sippi, Louisiana, Georgia, Texas and 
Oklahoma. 
The delegations are com­ 
posed mainly of business men appointed 
by tho governors of the various states 
and are representative of the w estern 
and southern people. 
Ju st before the convention was called 
to order the mail was distributed to va­ 
rious delegates. When the name of John 
C. Wickliffe of New Orleans was called, 
his name was recognized as that of 
one of the leaders of the citizens of 
New Orleans, who executed the eleven 
Italians charged with Chief Hennes­ 
sey's death. 
When he stepped to the 
stage his appearance was greeted with 
applause. 
W ithout recognizing it he 
resumed his seat quickly. 
The convention was called to order 
by State Senator Kelly of Kansas. 
He 
introduced 
Rev. Dr. 
Hayes, of this 
city, 
who offered 
a 
prayer. 
The 
convention then 
proceeded to tem­ 
porary organization. 
On motion of 
Gov. 
Francis, 
of 
Missouri, 
Senator 
Kelly was chosen tem porary chairman. 
In a long speech of acceptance he ex­ 
plained the object of the congress to be 
the consideration of various questions of 
peculiar interest to the west and south. 
The chairm an then presented Gov. 
Francis, of Missouri, who welcomed 
the delegates on behalf of the state. He 
said th at the congress m arked a new 
era in agricultural, commercial and 
financial history. 
In the early his­ 
tory of the country such dissension 
and dissatisfaction as now exists re­ 
sulted in revolution. 
The people of 
the w est were now crying for relief 
but

H eretofore 
federal legislation has been in the in­ 
terests of tile east- 
Congress has been 
favorable to the creditor class and the 
west was a heavy debtor. It was neces­ 
sary now for the west to stand togeth­ 
er, and there were many things th a t

the advocacy of 
which should be unanimous, earnest 
and continued. 
The w est w anted free 
trade w ith Mexico to Canada, 
and

Senator Peffer, of Kansas, w rote th a t

so long,” his letter continued, “ th at it 
seemed alm ost hopeless to expect a 
union.

“T he very general popular idea w hich now 
e x ists th a t th e governm ent is th e grand p a ­ 
tern a l do-all to p ro tect everyone and every­ 
th in g and to provide rem edies for every 111 th a t 
th e body politic Is su b ject to I do not sy m p a­ 
th ize w ith. On th e contrary, I am so out of d ate 
and an tiq u ated in my opiniona as to th in k th a t 
th e w orld is governed alto g eth er too m uch and 
th a t it h as rarely been governed so m uch or so 
badly as it has been in th is country w ithin th e 
la s t tw enty-five y ears. W h at our country needs 
m ost of all, In m y Judgm ent, is in m a tte rs legis­ 
lativ e to be severely let alone and th a t th e in ­ 
d u strio u s and th rifty people th ereo f be p er­ 
m itted to w ork o ut th e ir and its salv atio n in 
th e ir own way. 
If so left th ey w ill w ork o ut 
th a t salv atio n a g re a t deal quicker and a g re at 
deal m ore sa tisfacto rily th a n they w ill ever 
succeed in doing w hile th e governm ent inces­ 
sa n tly encum bers th em w ith its w ell-m eant 
b u t m ost ill-advised assistan ce in so doing.” 
Dealing s in g ly with t h e subject pre­ 
pared for d is c u s s io n by the congress, 
Mr. Adams w rote th a t he d id n o t be­ 
lieve there was any general business

agricultural 
depression 
except 
th a t due to natural and tem porary 
causes; th at the m anufacturing in­ 
terests of the country alw ays had 
been successfully promoted 
by in­ 
dividuals when the governm ent had 
left them alone, and th at every in ter­ 
ference o f the governm ent in this m at­ 
ter, so far as he knew, from the begin­ 
ning to the McKinley act, had been 
detrim ental to the public interest.

At the special meeting cf the common 
ccnnoil last Monday evenmg Alderman 
McKey entered the chamber just as the

I want to introduce some kind of an or­ 
der for the removal of She street railway 
track, or to ocm pellbe ccm !any to pa. 
their track in condition m d resume op­ 
erations. 
It is high time the ocnncii 
took hold cf this m atter. 
The council bed adjourned, and the 
alderman did not farther reveal the im­ 
port of the measure he intended to bring 
before the council. 
I t is evident, however, that people 
have been imposed upon by the Janes­ 
ville Street Railway Company to a full 
measure, and that the imposition will be 
tolerated no longer. Is was demonstrated 


Borne months ago that the road was put 


in more 
bs a specula!ion, antlcipating 
quick results, than for the benefit or 
convenience of our people. 
As a specu­ 
lative enterprise it was a flat failure, and 
its benefit and convenience to our people 
is cow most forcibly realized. 
The line was abandoned early laet fall, 
since which time the track has been 
buried most of the time in snow aud 
mud. 
Now again Hie track ism num er- 
ou? places cli grade, making it danger­ 
ous for the pas? iDg vehicles. 
One im portant question which comes 
up at this time is: “The co mpany having 
abandoned the road, 
who owns the 
track? ’ 
“ l i e read having been abandoned, is 
the franchise still in force? ’ 
Two and a half jeers ago, when the 
company abandoned the Monterey lino 
and moved the track, Mayer W inans in­ 
formed the council that the company- 
had no legal right to remove 
that 
track 
without 
the 
consent 
of 
the common council, intim ating that in 
case of the abandonment of that kind cf 
property it reverted back to the city with 
the franchise. 
Nothing was done by the 
council at that time. 
Now, the same 
question comes np in r mere serious 
form. The entire line has been aban­ 
doned, the read bed is in a wretched 
and dangerous condition, and is ow»-ed 
by a foreign corporation caring little for 
the safety of cur people. 
W hat will be done with the street rail­ 
way track and company's franchise? Will 
the city take up the track and sell the 
iron to pay expenses, or will ii endeavor 
to compel the ocmpBDy to put its read 
bed in a condition thai it will not inter­ 
fere with driving ? 
H is farther hinted, that the company 
is aware thai its property rights are ques­ 
tioned, and that legal obstacles will pre­ 
vent the removal cf the iron rails, where 
lies the only value the property now 
has, and therefore, our people may be 
surprised some Sunday morning when 
they see a force of men and teams at 
work removing the rails. 
The city oannot afford to remain quiet 
and see our streets thus torn up. 
I t is for the purpose of guarding 
rg iin st any such emergency that Alder­ 
man McKey proposes by adopting some 
measure in the council, that tho interests 
of the property owners cf the city may 
be folly protected. 
There are rumors afloat 
that parties
